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REPORT, 


To  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville  : 

In  presenting  our  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  for  the 
year  just  closed,  your  Executive  Board  cannot  withhold  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  its  satisfaction  at  the  working  of  the  Institute  in  its  various 
departments.  As  a  distributing  centre  of  charity  it  has  fully  sus¬ 
tained  its  former  reputation,  and  offers  renewed  motives  for  increased 
diligence  in  the  prosecution  of  our  charitable  work.  By  the  blessing 
of  God  our  treasury  has  been  liberally  supplied  with  the  necessary 
means  to  meet  all  the  urgent  demands  upon  it. 

The  past  winter  was  one  of  great  length  and  extreme  severity. 
But  for  the  relief  extended  to  the  unfortunate  poor  of  our  Borough, 
through  the  agency  of  the  Pottsville  Benevolent  Association,  the 
sufferings  of  this  class  of  our  citizens  must  have  been  unprecedent¬ 
edly  great.  This,  added  to  the  general  prostration  of  the  coal  and 
iron  industries — the  staple  products  of  our  county — and  the  depressed 
condition  of  trade  generally,  threw  out  of  employment  great  num¬ 
bers  of  workingmen  with  families  dependent  on  them  for  support. 
As  a  consequence,  the  number  of  applicants  increased  over  any  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  the  stipend  allowed  them  was  too  often  barely  suffi¬ 
cient  to  keep  positive  suffering  from  the  humble  cottages  of  the  pocr. 
But  notwithstanding  the  winter  was  unusually  severe  and  of  long 
continuance,  no  worthy  applicant  for  alms  was  turned  empty  away. 

A  summary  of  our  work  during  the  year  now  closed,  gives  the 
following  results:  Seventy-six  families  were  furnished  relief,  consist¬ 
ing  of  flour,  groceries,  and  provisions,  to  the  amount  of  $456  ;  coal, 
$372  ;  medicines,  $78.98.  To  these  items  may  be  added  shoes, 
clothes,  funeral  expenses,  &c.,  paid  to  the  order  of  the  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee,  amounting  to  $196.65;  making  a  sum  total  of  $1,156.63; 
distributed  to  our  benficiaries  from  the  treasury  of  the  Association. 

But  most  opportunely,  additional  means  for  the  relief  of  the 
suffering  poor  of  Pottsville  were  placed  at  our  disposal.  By  an 
arrangement  effected  with  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  our  county* 
all  orders  for  out-door  relief  granted  to  the  poor  of  our  Borough 
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were  sent  to  the  Managers  of  the  Benevolent  Society,  and  were  by 
them  distributed  to  the  person  named  in  each  order,  in  their  respect¬ 
ive  districts,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Association — thus  securing  proper  care  and  discrimination  in  dis¬ 
pensing  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  to 
deserving  and  needy  applicants.  By  this  arrangement,  orders  for 
provisions  to  the  value  of  ^5  19.75  were  distributed  to  the  deserving 
poor  of  Pottsville,  thus  dispensing  aid  to  the  objects  of  our  sympathy 
and  care  to  the  value  of  $1,676.38  during  the  past  year. 

With  regret  your  Executive  Board  notice  a  great  falling  off  in 
the  contributions  of  coal  in  the  past  two  years.  This  is  doubtless 
caused  in  great  part  by  the  changed  condition  of  the  coal  trade. 
When  this  staple  product  of  our  region  was  in  the  hands  of  individ¬ 
ual  operators,  our  Society  was  remembered  by  large  and  generous 
contributions  of  coal,  to  the  great  relief  of  the  treasury.  During  the 
past  year  aid  from  this  quarter  has  been  like  angel  visits,  few  and 
far  between.  It  is  hoped  that  this  cause  of  regret  will  not  continue, 
but  that  the  present  proprietors,  whether  corporate  or  individual, 
will,  during  the  approaching  winter,  remember  us  by  large  and 
liberal  contributions  of  coal. 

The  operations  and  lab  >rs  of  the  past  year  differ  but  little  from 
those  of  previous  years,  except  in  the  variety  and  extent  of  relief 
afforded.  The  charitable  objects  of  our  Association  have  been  kept 
steadily  in  view,  and  carried  out  in  letter  and  spirit.  The  hungry 
have  been  e  1,  the  naked  clothed,  the  cold  and  freezing  have  been 
warmed,  the  ignorant  and  the  maimed  have  been  educated,  and  by 
this  crowning  woik  of  benevolence  enabled  efficiently  to  help  them¬ 
selves.  Two  cases,  illustrative  of  others,  will  here  be  recalled. 

The  first,  that  of  a  lad  of  nineteen  summers,  an  employee  of 
the  Pottsville  Rolling  Mill,  who  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  right 
arm,  rendered  necessary  to  save  life,  by  the  presence  of  a  malignant 
cancer  in  his  shoulder.  As  soon  as  he  recovered  sufficient  strength 
to  leave  his  humble  quarters  he  was  sent  to  the  Fishbach  public 
school,  where  he  received  the  special  attention  of  its  capable  and 
efficient  instructress,  and  in  the  short  space  of  eighty  days  from  the 
time  of  entrance  was  enabled  to  write  an  elegant  hand,  beginning 
with  the  first  rudiments,  and  became  an  expert  in  the  use  of  figures. 
With  the  qualifications  here  received,  this  afflicted  boy  was  offered 
and  accepted  the  situation  of  a  weighmaster  in  Atkins  Bros,  rolling 
mill,  at  a  salary  of  eight  dollars  per  week.  His  improvement  in 
manners  and  high  toned  morals  were  astonishingly  great. 
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The  other  was  the  case  of  a  young  married  man  of  dissipated 
Rabits.  In  a  state  of  intoxication  he  was  run  over  by  a  train  of  pas¬ 
senger  cars,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  one  of  his  legs  and  the 
serious  injury  of  the  other.  This  unfortunate  young  man,  ignorant, 
penniless  and  friendless,  excited  the  sympathies  of  the  visitors  of  the 
Pottsville  Benevolent  Association  of  the  district  in  which  he  resided, 
was  sent  and  continued  in  the  Fishbach  public  school,  under  the 
care  of  its  faithful,  judicious  and  earnest  teacher,  where  he  remained 
for  nearly  a  year,  making  rapid  improvement  in  the  rudiments  of  a 
useful  education,  being  entirely  unlettered  when  he  commenced  his 
course  of  education.  Sober,  temperate  and  industrious,  he  has 
entered  upon  a  new  life,  and  is  in  the  occupancy  of  a  good  situation 
in  the  Pottsville  Rolling  Mill. 

These  are  some  of  the  gratifying  results  of  our  labors,  which 
attest  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  our  society  and  the  complete¬ 
ness  of  its  organization. 

The  Executive  Board  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  the 
expression  of  its  thanks  to  all  who  have  in  any  manner  contributed 
to  the  success  of  our  society’s  benevolent  work.  Eight  years  have 
come  and  gone  since  the  Association  set  its  seal  to  the  self-denying 
labor  of  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  suffering  poor  of  our 
Borough  ;  yet  during  all  these  yeats  the  treasury  has  been  liberally 
supplied  with  funds  for  this  benevolent  purpose.  Words  of  encour¬ 
agement  and  tokens  of  success  have  gladdened  the  hearts  of  its  man¬ 
agers,  and  lightened  the  tasks  of  the  visitors  as  they  went  forward 
on  their  errands  of  mercy.  And  we  hesitate  not  to  say  the  record 
of  its  past  work  is  a  record  of  redeemed  pledges,  and  unquestioned 
evidence  that  it  has  proved  a  blessing  and  a  success  and  is  richly 
deserving  of  public  confidence  and  support.  Conducted  on  purely 
catholic  principles,  it  dispenses  the  funds  confided  to  its  care  upon 
the  principle  of  Divine  charity,  without  distinction  of  creed,  color 
or  nationality.  As  an  agent  of  practical  benevolence  it  is  simple, 
effective  and  complete.  To  make  this  apparent,  we  have  only  to 
refer  to  its  organization.  Pottsville  is  divided  into  ten  districts,  to 
each  of  which  is  assigned  four  agents  as  managers  and  visitors,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  seek  out  objects  of  hidden  charity  and  the  suffering 
poor,  and  after  diligent  enquiry  into  the  merits  of  each,  to  relieve 
them  if  found  worthy.  As  a  distributing  centre  of  charity,  so  exten¬ 
sive  and  complete  is  its  machinery,  and  so  admirably  adapted  to 
take  the  oversight  and  care  of  all  the  deserving  poor  of  Pottsville — 
the  field  of  its  operations — that  no  citizen  has  the  slightest  justifica- 
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tion  for  giving  encouragement  to  street  mendicants  who  infest  our 
Borough,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  those  who  lack  time  or  disposi¬ 
tion  to  enquire  into  the  merits  of  applications  for  aid.  The  true 
remedy  for  this  serious  and  growing  evil  is  to  report  all  such  cases 
to  the  Pottsville  Benevolent  Institute,  and  to  administer  through  this 
charitable  agency  whatever  relief  they  may  individually  have  in  their 
power  to  give. 

With  the  tender  of  our  grateful  acknowledgements  to  the  gen¬ 
erous  and  warm  hearted  patrons  who  have,  with  a  liberality  above 
all  praise,  furnished  us  with  the  means  to  prosecute  our  charitable 
work,  we  close  this  our  eighth  Annual  Report.  And  with  it  the 
assurance  of  our  wishes  and  prayers  that  they  may  one  and  all  realize- 
the  Divine  promise,  “It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,”  and 
reap  the  unfailing  reward  of  that  twice  blessed  charity  “that  drop- 
peth  like  the  gentle  rain  from  heaven  upon  the  place  beneath.”

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CHARTER. 


Whereas,  In  populous  communities,  the  evils  of  pauperism  are  found  to 
press  heavily  on  the  poor  by  privation,  and  on  the  rich  by  taxation;  and  since 
experience  shows  that  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  society  are  liable  to  inter¬ 
ruption  by  the  disorderly  conduct  and  crimes  which  too  often  accompany  poverty, 
and,  whereas,  it  is  a  duty  admitted  to  be  binding  upon  all  persons,  to  aid  in 
alleviating  and  preventing  the  misfortunes  and  sufferings  of  their  fellow  citizens  : 
we,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  the  following  Constitution  as  the  means  by 
which  actual  distress  will  be  best  mitigated  and  removed,  pauperism  and  its 
concomitant  ills  prevented,  and  employment  and  instruction  provided  for  the 
indigent  and  needy. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  society  shall  be  called  -‘The  Benevolent  Association  of  Potts- 
VII.LE.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Every  person  who  shall  subscribe  to  this  Constitution,  and  pay  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  a  member. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  five  Managers , 
who  jointly  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Board,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

I  lie  President  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Vice  President  shall  preside  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  subscribe  their  official 
acts. 

ARTICLE  V. 

T  he  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Friday 
in  October,  fifteen  forming  a  quorum;  and  the  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at 
least  once  in  each  month. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

I  he  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Vice  President,  shall,  at  the 
request  in  writing  of  five  members,  call  special  meetings  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII, 

The  Executive  Board  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  lay 
before  it  a  full  report  of  its  affairs. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

1  he  ooard  shall  have  full  authority  to  divide  the  Borough  into  districts;  to 
appoint  visitors,  and  to  take  such  other  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  to 
carry  the  objects  of  the  Association  into  effect,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board,  and  shall  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  lay  before  it  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  of 
the  funds  of  the  Association ;  and  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  Board. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Board ;  shall  attest  their  official  acts,  and  give  notice  of 
their  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  members  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  elect  by  ballot  the  officers  and 
managers  of  the  Association,  to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  a  new  Board  shall  be- 
elected. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  at  least  three  days  notice  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  of  the  time  and  place  of  election,  and  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association, 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Executive  Board  may  make  any  rules,  regulations  or  By-Laws  that  they 
may  think  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  each  month,  at  7J*C 
P.  M.,  or  on  such  other  day  and  hour  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

II.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  a  Vice  President;,, 
at  a  written  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

III.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  Minutes.  5.  Deferred  Business. 

2.  Report  of  Treasurer.  6.  New  Business. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  7.  Elections. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

IV.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  annual  election  : 
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1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  confer  with  the 
Tieasurer,  and  have  an  oversight  of  the  financial  concerns. 

2.  A  Relief  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

\  .  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer.  All 
committees  shall  report  in  writing. 

^  The  Recoiding  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings. 

\  II.  1  iie  Board  shall  elect  by  ballot  suitable  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occui  in  its  body.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary 
for  a  choice. 

VIII.  The  borough  shall  be  divided  into  ten  districts,  each  of  which  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the  Board. 

IX.  Each  member  shall  appoint  as  his  assistants,  one  male  and  two  female 
visitors. 

X.  Orders  on  the  treasurer  for  relief  may  be  drawn  by  any  member  of  the 
Board,  fot  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  and  for  sums  exceeding  one  dollar, 
and  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  by  two  members  of  the  Relief  Committee. 

XI.  For  all  bills  approved  by  the  Board,  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

XII.  The  Visitors  shall  thoroughly  canvass  their  respective  districts,  and 
report  to  the  Relief  Committee  the  names  and  condition  of  the  worthy  poor 
therein,  and  the  kind  of  relief  needed. 

XIII.  The  Relief  Committee  shall  have  control  of  the  purchase  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing  and  supplies;  and  shall  enter  in  a  book  an  account  of  such 
purchase  and  distributions  ;  the  names  and  residences  of  the  parties  relieved,  and 
the  kind  and  amount  of  relief  granted.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  each 
stated  meeting. 

XIV.  The  President,  and  any  other  member  of  the  Executive  Board,  may 
draw  orders  for  relief  for  sums  not  exceeding  three  dollars  each. 


THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Benevolent  Association’s 
Home  for  Children. 


To  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville  : 

Over  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Home  for  Children  was 
opened  under  your  auspices,  and  the  Managers,  in  presenting  their 
third  Annual  Report,  are  happy  to  say  that  the  institution  is  an 
■assured  success.  Many  little  children,  with  warm  and  affectionate 
hearts,  thrown  upon  the  charity  of  a  cold,  unfriendly  world, 
unloved  and  uncared  for,  have  been  provided  with  a  home  with  all 
its  comforts  and  enjoyments. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  uninterrupted  prosperity.  Sick¬ 
ness  or  death  has  not  visited  any  of  the  children  under  our  care. 
All  their  physical  wants  have  been  supplied,  and  their  moral  and 
intellectual  welfare  carefully^attended  to  In  all  of  which  we  recog¬ 
nize  the  hand  of  the  “Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift.” 

In  reference  to  the  finances  of  the  Home,  we  would  refer  you 
to  the  itemized  report  of  the  Treasurer,  H.  C.  Russel,  Esq. 

The  Managers  have  continued  the  original  plan  of  voluntary' 
contributions,  and  from  the  r<^>orts  we  find  that  the  friends  of  the 
children  have  responded  nobly  by  gifts  of  money  and  useful  articles. 
The  cash  contributions  and  the  donations  in  kind  show  that  the 
Home  is  not  forgotten  by  those  who  have  been  favored  by  Provi¬ 
dence  with  means  and  the  disposition  to  give. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Bigelow,  the  Matron,  shows  in  detail  the 
workings  of  the  institution,  and  is  eminently  satisfactory  to  the 
Managers.  We  find  that  she  has  had  under  her  care  thirty-four  (34) 
children  during  the  year.  Some  have  been  returned  to  their  parents, 
and  others  have  been  provided  with  good  homes,  where  the  lessons 
of  industry  and  morality  taught  at  the  Home  may  bring  forth  fruit 
and  make  them  useful  men  and  women. 

The  report  of  the  Sewers  for  the  Home  is  before  you.  Through 
their  labors  many  useful  articles  of  clothing  have  been  added  to  the 
wardrobe,  and  the  comfort  of  the  children  increased. 

The  Sabbath-school,  under  the  charge  of  the  Matron,  ably 
assisted  by  Miss  Sarah  Loeser,  has  been  visited  every  Sabbath  by 
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some  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  we  take  great  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  the  general  management  of  the  school  and  the 
deportment  of  the  scholars  are  creditable  to  the  institution.  The 
children  are  here  taught  lessons  of  wisdom,  the  effect  of  which  may 
not  be  seen  for  many  days,  but  the  after  lives  of  these  children  will 
show  that  the  labor  of  love  has  not  been  in  vain. 

In  reference  to  the  domestic  department  of  the  Home,  we  would 
report  that  it  is  in  every  sense  satisfactory  to  the  Managers.  The 
sleeping  apartments,  with  necessary  bedding,  are  in  good  condition. 
The  children  are  bountifully  supplied  with  wholesome  food,  and 
their  happy  faces  and  contented  looks  show  that  they  have  really 
a  home. 

As  to  the  discipline  of  the  Home,  we  can  only  reiterate  the 
report  of  last  year  :  “Mrs.  Bigelow  is  the  right  person  for  the  place. 
Her  heart  is  in  the  work.”  Where  children  are  ruled  by  love,  dis¬ 
cipline  becomes  easy. 

The  day  school,  under  the  immediate  charge  of  Miss  Jolly, 
succeeds  admirably.  The  progress  of  the  children  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  school  of  the  town. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due  to  all  who  have  aided  them 
in  sustaining  this  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Benevolent 
Association.  The  list  of  donors  comprise  the  names  of  many  of  our 
citizens,  who  are  always  ready  by  sympathy  and  material  aid  to 
help  sustain  worthy  objects  of  charity.  We  would  also  thank  the 
officers  of  the  institution  for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  and 
those  publishers  who  have  from  time  t>>  time  gratuitously  published 
our  various  reports.

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REPORT  OF  MATRON. 


We  review  the  past  year  with  much  gratitude  and  thankfulness 
for  the  uninterrupted  good  health  nd  numerous  other  blessings  that 
have  been  bestowed  upon  us.  The  expressions  of  sympathy  and 
kindly  feeling,  together  with  the  substantial  aid  that  friends  have 
sent  from  time  to  time,  cause  us  to  thank  God  that  there  is  so  much 
tender,  loving  sympathy  for  these  unfortunate  little  children. 

And  we  would  also  return  thanks  to  the  managers  of  the  Home 
for  many  expressions  of  favor  and  good  will. 

The  workings  of  the  Home  have  gone  on  much  the  same  as 
last  year.  We  have  had  under  our  care  thirty-four  children.  Nine 
were  admitted  during  the  year.  Three  have  been  returned  to 
parents,  and  six  have  found  good  homes  in  excellent  families.  We 
have  now  with  us  twenty-five  children,  free  from  sickness  or  disease 
of  any  kind,  and  who  are  not  only  content  in  their  home  but  are 
very  happy.  They  are  learning  rapidly,  and  are  bright,  interesting 
children.  Miss  Mary  Jolley  takes  great  interest  in  the  school  and 
in  endeavoring  to  instruct  them.  She  is  very  successful,  and  under 
her  teachings  they  are  making  fast  progress.  They  are  also  taught 
to  be  industrious  and  to  make  themselves  useful  about  the  Home, 
performing  the  light  work.  We  endeavor  to  so  instruct  them  that 
they  shall  be  enabled  to  go  out  into  the  world  and  grow  to  be  useful 
men  and  exemplary  women. 

Our  Sunday-school  is  still  one  of  the  pleasant  parts  of  our  Home. 
Miss  Sarah  Loeser  is  with  us  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  helping  us 
on  with  her  cheery  presence  and  teachings. 

We  wish  that  all  who  contribute  to  sustain  this  Home  could  see 
the  good  that  they  are  doing  and  know  that  Gcd  is  making  it  a 
spiritual  blessing  to  many.  All  who  contribute  to  the  work,  as  well 
as  all  who  are  engaged  in  it,  are  brought  under  His  influence ;  and 
there  is  a  certain  obligation  resting  upon  us  all  to  see  that  Christ’s 
little  ones  are  not  neglected  in  fulfilling  the  command,  “Feed  my 
lambs.”  It  is  the  appeal  of  such  as  Christ  laid  his  hands  on  and 
blessed — the  silent  call  of  innocency  to  be  rescued  from  guilt  and 
poverty  ;  not  the  cry  of  twenty-five  only,  but  of  thousands,  whose 
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only  hope  of  honorable  manhood  or  womanhood  is  in  the  love  and 
benevoltnce  of  the  people  of  God. 

Let  us  pray  that  He  who  feeds  the  raven,  clothes  the  lily,  and 
succors  the  distressed,  will,  out  of  His  abundant  mercy,  influence 
the  hearts  of  men  to  support  and  sustain  this  good  work  everywhere.

Should  this  suggestion  be 
acted  upon,  the  operations  of  the  Society  will  greatly  aid  in  the 
economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  and  secure  an 
ample  and  timely  supply  of  clothing  for  all  the  children  under  care.

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PREAMBLE, 

AND  ARTICLES  OF  GOVERNMENT. 

Whbreas,  The  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville  has  long  been  impressed 
with  the  belief  that  the  objects  and  aims  of  its  organization  would  be  promoted 
and  its  usefulness  enlarged  by  the  institution  and  maintenance  of  a  Home  for 
Children  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  belieyed  that  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  proper  to  move 
toward  the  establishment  of  such  a  charity,  and  that  its  undertaking  in  this  behalf 
will  receive  an  abundant  support  from  a  people  noted  for  their  generosity  and 
benevolence,  it  is  determined  and  resolved  by  said  Association  to  establish  and 
maintain  such  a  Home;  and  for  that  purpose  it  hereby  ordains  and  adopts  the 
following  Articles,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  its  organization,  management,  con¬ 
trol  and  support : 

Art.  i.  The  institution  shall  be  named  and  called  “The  Benevolent  Associ¬ 
ation’s  Home  for  Children.” 

Art.  2.  The  object  and  design  of  the  Home  shall  be  to  afford  a  home,  food, 
clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute,  neglected  and  friendless  children,  and  at  a 
suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  persons  or  families  to  learn  some 
useful  trade  or  occupation. 

Art.  3.  The  government  and  management  of  the  Home  shall  be  entrusted 
to  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-one  persons,  twelve  males  and  nine 
females;  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Potts¬ 
ville.  They  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  called  and 
held  for  that  purpose,  on  the  first  Friday  in  April,  1873.  >n  the  manner  following, 
to  wit :  Seven  managers  to  serve  for  one  year  ;  seven  managers  to  serve  for  two 
years,  and  seven  managers  for  three  years  ;  and  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  that  day, 
in  every  succeeding  year,  the  said  Association  shall  elect  seven  managers  to  serve 
three  years.  The  proportion  of  males  to  females  shall  always  be  as  four  to  three. 

Art.  4  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  annually  elect  from  their  number  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Recording  Secretary. 
They  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election  ;  they  shall 
make  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  control  of  the 
Home,  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repugnant  to  these  articles  or  to  the 
charter  of  the  said  Association  ;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  admission  of  chil¬ 
dren  into  the  Home,  and  their  treatment  therein,  no  distinction  shall  be  made 
on  account  of  race,  color,  or  religious  creed. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  statedly  once  every  month,  and 
seven  managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  They  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
said  Association  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if  they  shall  desire,  or  if  they 
are  requested  so  to  do.  Their  annual  report  shall  contain  a  detailed  statement 
of  their  operations  and  transactions. 

Art.  6.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville 
shall  set  apart  from  time  to  time,  out  of  its  funds  for  the  use  of  the  Home,  such 
sums  of  money  as  it  snail  deem  proper.  All  appropriations,  donations,  legacies 
and  bequests,  which  shall  be  especially  made  to  or  for  the  use  of  said  Home, 
shall  be  applied  thereto,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 

Art .  7.  The  Treasurer  of  said  Benevolent  Association  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
Treasurer  of  the  Home.  He  shall  so  keep  his  books  and  accounts  that  they  will 
exhibit,  separately,  the  financial  condition  and  transactions  of  said  Home  and 
Association.  He  shall  pay  out  moneys  for  the  use  of  the  Home  only  upon  orders 
which  shall  be  drawn  in  form  and  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Art.  8.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville 
shall  be  official  visitors  of  the  Home. 

Art  9.  These  articles  shall  not  be  altered  except  by  the  said  Benevolent 
Association,  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  thereof. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Art.  1.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Saturday  in  each  month, 
at  4  o’clock  P.  M. 

Art.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  Vice  President, 
at  the  written  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

Art.  3.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  Minutes.  5.  Deferred  Business. 

2.  Report  of  Treasurer.  6.  New  Business. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  7.  Elections. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

Art.  4.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  the  first  stated  meeting  of 
the  Board  after  the  annual  election  : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  confer  with  the 
Treasurer,  and  have  an  oversight  of  the  financial  concerns. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Household,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Purchases,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Property,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Reports  and  Publications,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

These  Committees  shall  report  in  writing. 

Art.  5.  To  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  all  applicants  for 
admission  shall  be  referred,  and  by  it  decided.  The  Committee  shall  keep  a  book 
•of  registry,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  received, 
also  the  date  of  admission,  whence  and  from  whom  received  ;  if  the  children  have 
near  connections,  the  degree  of  kindred  and  residence  of  the  same;  whether  the 
children  have  had  the  measles,  whooping  cough,  small  pox,  or  scarlet  fever,  and 
whether  they  have  been  vaccinated,  together  with  other  circumstances  which  may 
be  of  importance  to  them  or  the  institution  at  a  future  day.  When  the  children 
are  placed  out,  this  record  shall  state  particularly  with  whom,  the  residence  or 
occupation  of  master  or  mistress,  and  particularly  note  the  day  of  removal  from 
the  Home,  whether  by  death  or  otherwise  ;  also  the  change  of  place  which  may 
occur  with  the  children  after  leaving  the  Home. 

Art.  6.  The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  once  a  week,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  administered  with  order, 
prudence  and  economy ;  that  proper  attention  is  paid  to  the  habits,  manners,  and 
persons  of  the  children;  also  that  peace,  harmony,  and  religion  are  cultivated. 
They  shall  also  keep  a  book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  all  gifts  and  benefits  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Home,  which  do  not  appear  on  the  Treasurer’s  record. 

Art.  7.  The  Committee  on  Purchases  shall  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
Home,  and  make  all  necessary  purchases  for  the  same.  The  care  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  also  shall  extend  to  the  children’s  clothing. 

Art.  8-  The  Committee  on  Education  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion.  visit  the  school  weekly,  and  provide  whatever  may  be  needed  for  the  use  of 
the  school. 

Art.  9.  For  all  bills  approved  by  the  Board,  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Vice  President,  and 
-countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

Art.  10.  By  special  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismis¬ 
sion,  children  under  peculiar  circumstances  may  be  temporarily  sheltered  and 
cared  for  until  some  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  11.  Amendments,  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  may  be 
made  at  any  stated  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 
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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION. 


Art.  i  No  child  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  under  four  years,  or  over 
twelve  years  of  age. 

Art.  2.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  who  is  suffering  from  an  incurable  or 
contagious  disease. 

Art.  3.  All  children  must  be  vaccinated  on  or  before  admission. 

Art.  4.  A  Manager  of  the  Benevolent  Association’s  Home  for  Children  or 
some  other  suitable  person,  must  be  constituted  guardian  for  any  child  admitted 
into  the  Home. 

Art.  5.  No  child  shall  be  excluded  from  admission  to  the  Home  on  account 
of  race,  color,  or  creed. 

Art.  6.  Any  child  presented  for  admission  may  be  refused  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Committee,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  candidate  for  admis¬ 
sion  shall  have  been  made. 

Art.  7.  T his  Committee  shall  meet  once  a  week  for  the  consideration  of 
applications  for  admission  (if  there  be  any),  and  three  members  shall  constitute- 
a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  Any  child  in  the  Home  becoming  incorrigible  (after  sufficient  effort 
has  been  put  forth  for  its  management),  may  be  dismissed  by  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Committee. 

A>t.  9.  This  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  all  the  names  of  the 
children  admitted  shall  be  entered,  with  a  complete  history  of  each  child.  This 
book  shall  be  open  at  any  time  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers  of  the  Home 
and  official  visitors  of  the  Home. 

Ait.  10.  One  member  at  least  of  this  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  once 
every  week. 

Ait.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  secure  suitable  places  for,, 
or  apprentice,  to  trades,  the  children  when  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventeen  (17) 
or  eailier.  The  wishes  of  a  child  shall  always  be  consulted  when  so  doing. 

Att  12.  These  articles  can  at  any  time  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Managers,
